E did make accompt that the 
Pacihcation which We were 
pleaſed to condeſcend unto, 
the laſt yeare in the Campe 
neere Berwick, and to grant 
ro Our Subjects of Scotland , 

even then when they were inthe height of 


their rebellion, and 1n the. field in Armes a- 
| B gainſt 
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gainſt Us, had given ſuch demonſtration to 
the world of Our inclination to peace , and 
deſire to'ſpare the blood of Our people, and 
to winnc them to the obedience which the 

owe unto Us, as thatall miſunderſtandings 
had bcene utterly taken away ( as they were 
on Our part) and that ſuch conditions as 
were then agreed upon, ſhould have beene 
really performed by them, according to thole 
bonds of Allegeance, dutie , and promiſe in 
which they ſtand obliged to Us. Bur We 
have ſince found , to our unexpreſible grief, 
thar Our Princely goodneſle and mM{gneſle 
in palsing by that offence, hath produced 
nothing bur |cxrreame ingratitude , and m- 
Jufferable inlolencies againſt Our Govern- 
ment : And farther, by lundry libellous Pam- 
phlets, and molt falſe and {editious dilcour- 
jes {ent from Scotland, and diſperſed purpole- 
ly in this Our Kingdome of England, eſpeci- 
ally in our Citie of London, that the caule of 
' thele diſorders is loughe to be ſhifted off from 
the Rebels in Scotland, and moſtunjuſtly caſt 
upon Us.Wherſore We hold Our felfe bound 
in that dutie hich we ovveto God and love 


rotruch not to ſuffer Our honour to be thus be- 


trayed 
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trayed and vilified by faction and rebellion , 
but to vindicate it from all calumnie and cla- 
mdur, by giving hereby a cleare and juſt ac- 
compt to all the world of Our proceeding 
with Our Subjects of chat Our Kingdome , 
and of the moſt marteriall and remarkable oc- 
currents ſince that Pacihication , that ſo all 
thoſe that are not partiall, or will not wiltully 
ſhut their eyes againſt the truth , may judge , 
who they are that have beene the diſturbers, 
and infractors. of the peace , and that under 
che maske and viſour of Religion, ſeek to un. 
dermine and ſubyert all Monarchicall and ci- 
vill Government, Which accompt followes 
thus. 

After We had beene {ome time in the 
Campe neere Berwicke , and thar Our Sub- 
jeRs of Scotland had encamped with their 
Armie in vievv of Ours, upon an overture 
from them , We were contented to conde- 


icend to the recerving of a Petition, in which 
it is expreſſed, that, they , falling downe at Our 
feet, did moſt humbly ſupplicate Vs to appoint ſome 
of this Our Kingdome of England to beare by ſume 
of them , their bumble defires. Which We hav- 
ing granted, and ſeverall meetings by thoſe 
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| of both Kingdomes having been held, ar all 
which Ourlelt,(co ſhew Our hearty and car- 
neſt deſire tomeet Qur lubjeRs ina peacable 
way) were.contented to be preſcnt,(much 
beyond their own expectation, as they have 
ſince acknowledged, and We are ſure ex- 
cecdingly beyond their merit)atthe laſt thoſe 
of Scotland were commanded to make their 
demandsin vriting,in which atter they had 
reſented their deſires, (of which one was, 
Thar the a&ts of the late aſſembly at Glaſgow 
holden by Our Indiction, might be ratified in 
the enſuing Parliament,) they. profeſſe , It is 
their gricfe that TVe ſhould have beene provoked to 
Þrath againſt them Our moit humble and loving 
Subje&s, and that it ſhall be their delight upon Our 
gracious aſſurance of the preſervation of their Re- 
ligion and Lawes, togive example to others of all ci- 
vill and temporall obedience which can be required or 
expetted of loyallſubjesWhereupon Weletting 
them knowthat for the better clearing of par- 
ticulars,We expected trom them the grounds 
& reaſons of their deſires/but that We would 
not ſurpriſethem , and therefore gave them 
time to come prepared xvith their grounds in 
writing, The Loxd Lowdon laid., Their deſwes

ſit pon any that were not ſuch. This We willed 
him to {et downe in writing under his hand, 
which he did in theſe wor 


Memorandum, that our defires are one!y the emoymg 
of our Religion and Liberties according to the Eecleft- 
afticall and Crvill Lawes of Fits Majeſties Kingdome; 
Tocleare by ſuf fictent Grands , that the particulars 
Which we humbly crave, are ſuch, and ſhall nat inſiſt 


4 to crave any point Which us not fo warranted, And that 


we bumbly offer all civill and temparall obedience to 
Your Majeſty , Which can be required or expeticd of 


loyall ſubjeFts.

To which We anſwered, That if their de- 
fares Were onely the enjoying of their Religion and Li- 
berties according to the EcclefiaSticall and Civill Lawes 
of Our Kingdome of Scotland, We do net onely agree to 
the ſame, but ſhall alwayes prote&t them tothe utter- 
moſt of Our power. And if they ſhallnot inſiſt upon 
any thing but that Which is fo. warranted , We will 
mt willing! ly and readily condeſeend unto it, ſothat in

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the meane time they pay untoVs that crvill and tempo- 
rall cbedience which can be juſtly required and expe- 
Fed of loyall ſubjetts. 
This being the ground of the agreement 
.on both ſides, We were pleaſed to proceed 
to a finall determination of this buſineſle , 
which was brought to a concluſion upon the 
17.0t June,1639: And Our Declaration of that 
date conformable to theſe grounds was 
thereupon made, which was not onely acce- 
pred by thoſe that came inthe name of all 
thoſe of the Covenant, bur moſt humble 
thankes were given to Us by them for Qur 
gracious an{wer vouchſafed to their Petition 
an the laid Declaration ; which was fully a- 
greed upon.together with ſundry Articles, by 
all parties. 
!- The Pacifhication thus concluded, the Arti- 
cles on both fides wereto be performed ac- 
<ordingly : Thoſe on Our part were inthe 
Declaration following. 


. TPe having conſidered the papers and humble petiti- 

ew preſented ta Vs by thoſe of Our ſubjeFs of Scotland 
. Who were admitted to attend Our pleaſurein the Camp, 
and after a full bearing by Our Selfe of all that they

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as could ſay or alledge thereupon , haping communicated 
e- the ſame to Our Councell of both Kingdomes there pre- 
ſent, upon mature deliberation, with their unanimous ad- 
ne vice Ie have thought fit to give this juſt and gract. 
d ous anſwer ; That though We camiot condeſcend to ra- 
-3 tifie and approve the atts of the pretended Generall 
1 Aſſembly at Glaſgow , far many grave and weighty 
ar conſiderations which have happened bath before and 
2 ſmce, much importing the Honour and Security of that 
a true Monarchicall Government lmeally deſcended iupot 
Il Vs from ſo many of Our Anceſtars , yet ſuch is Our 
G gracious pleaſure, that notwithſtanding the many difor- 
IC ders committed of late , We are pleaſed nit onely to con- 
N firm and make good whatſoever onr Commiſsioner hath 
3 granted and promiſed in Our Name ; but alſo We are 
Y farther graciouſly pleaſed to declare and aſſure, that 
according to the Petitioners humble deſures, all matters 
, Eccleſtaſticall ſhall be determined by the Aſſemblies of 
, the Kirke, and matters Civil by the Parliament, and 
p other inſeriour Tudicatories eſtabliſhed by Law, Which 
Aſſembly accordingly ſhalbe kept once a yeare , or as 
ſoalbe agreed upn at the Generall Aſſembly. 

Aud for ſetlng the generall diſtraftions of that 
Our ancieut Km3dome, Our will and pleaſure is, that 
a free generall Aſſembly be kept at Edinburgh,the ſ1xt 
day of. Auguſt next enſuing, Where Ie intend (Cod 
wiemg). 
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willing) ;) tobe perſonally preſent ; and for the 1 Legall 
Indeftron Whereaf, We have given order and command 
toOur Connfell, and thereafter a Parliament to be hol- 
- denat Edinburgh the twentieth day of Anguſt next en. 
ſuing , for ratifying of what ſhalbe concluded in the 
ſaid Aſſembly , and fetling ſuch other things as may 
conduce to the peace and good of Onr Native King- 
dome, and therem an A& # oblivion to be paſſed, 
«And whereas We are farther defired , that Our 
Ships and Farces by land be recalled, and all perſons 
g00ds , and ſhips reitared , and they made ſafe from 
invaſim, We are graciouſh pleaſed to declare , That 
upon their diſarming , and disbandmg of their farces, 
difſolving and diſcharging all their pretended Tables 
and Conventicles, and reſtoring unto us all our C aſtles, 
Forts , and Amwnition of all forts , as kkewiſe Oar 
Royall Honours, and to every one of Our good ſub- 

jetts their liberties, lands , houſes, goods, and Meanes 
Whatſoever. taken and detained from them ſince the 

late pretended Generall Aſſembly, Ie will preſently 
thereafter recall Our Fleet,and retire Our land Forces, 
and canſe reſtitution to be made to al! perſons of their 
ſhips and goods detained and arveſted. ſince the afore- 
aid time , Whereby it may appeare, that Our intention 
of taki ing up of armes , was no way for invading of 
Our Native Kinodome , or to mnovate the Religi In 
and 
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and Lawes, but meerly far the maintaining end Vi 
dicating of Our Reyall Anthwity. 

And face that bereby it doth deerely appeare,that 
Weaeither bave guar do intend any alteration an Reli- 
gian or Lawes , but that bath ſhalbe maintained by 
Vs in their full Integrity , We expett the perfar- 
mance of that bumble and dutifull obedience, Which 
becammeth loyall and dutifull ſubjefts,and as in their 
ſeveral Petitions they have often profeſſed. 4nd 
as We have juſt reaſon to believe that to our peace- 
able and well-affefied ſuljefts this will be ſatiafa-

thas whatſoever calamities ſhall enſue by Our ne-

Theſe Conditions ia this Declaration 
that referre tothe time paſt, have beenethe 
molt part of them already pundtually com-

Wk by a axed, but that We 
were diverted by Gates committed 


by 
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by Our tumultuary Subjes in Edinburgh, 
upon the perſons of Our High Treaſurer, 
the Earle of Kinnoull Our Juſtice Gene- 
rall, Sir James Hamilton, Counſellors of that 
Our Kingdome, and diverle others Our. 
good Subjects there ; which gave Us juſt 
cauſe to ſuſpe&t, that there could be no ſafe- 
ty for Our Perſon, among people inraged fo 
immediately after Our clemency ſhewed 
rothem'in the Pacification. 

Bur one of the greateft diſcouragements 
We had from going thither, was the refu- 
{ing of ſuch Lords and others of that Nati- 
on whom We lent for, to come to Us to 
Berwick; by which diſobedience they ma- 
nite({Uy diſcovered their diſtruſt of Us : and 
it cannot be thought reaſonable , that We 
fhould truſt Our Perſon with thoſe that di- 
ſtruſted Us, after ſo many arguments and al- 
furances of Our gaodnefle towards them, 
| The Articlesof Pacificarion agreed upon 
were theſe, oy

Ie were graciouſly pleaſed to cauſe tobe re» py 
ſtored all perſons goods and ſhips, detained and

vocations of any Our Lieges, but ſuch as are war- 
ranted by Aft of "Parliament.

To reſtore to every one of Our good Subjefls VII, 
their liberties, lands, houſes, goods , and meanes 
Whatfoe ver taken oy detained fromthem by what- 
ſoever meanes ſince the aforeſaid time.

Thoſe of Scotland did likewiſe further 


promiſe and undertake, that Our forelaid 
Declaration ſhould be read and publiſhed 
in their Army; which was accordingly 
done by Lyon King of Armes of 
on. Thurſday the 20.- in the preſence 
the Earle of Morton , Sir Fdmand YVerney, and 
Sir Jobn Borough, Our Commibioness fent 
thicher te ſcethe lame periormed. 

How thele Articles have beene per- 


formed, 
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formed an theis part, comes now tobe can- 
fidered , and will appeaze by that which 
fallowes, 


Firſt, whereas We,by the publication af 
the Articles of Pacihcation, thay 
due relpeR and acknow| of Ous 


authority, which, might have -winefled 
their Lo yaley, and {eaſe e of their chankful- 
neſle S fo great and-royall favour , We 
found onthe contrary, thatat the very pub- 
liſhing of itin their , the ſane vas 
mer with a Proceliation, "ſeandalous and 
diſhonouwable toQur Governmcm, as Quz 
Subjects were thereby rather encouraged in 
their former mutinous wayes, thanreduced 
tO that obedience which they promiled, 

Secondly, they delivered jato the hands 
of ſome of Ous Engliſh Nobility, and (pred, 
among others, a ſcandalousPaper,1 1 
Same Conditions of His Majeſties Treaty with 
Fits SubjeEts of Scoiland befare the Engliſh Nob. 
lity, are ſet down bexe for remembrance. Wherc- 
ig are contained flich untruths and ſeditious 
politions,and {o contrary ta that which vwas 
I Pacification, as 
thereby is did plainly appeare , that hov- 
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ever they pretended a defire of peace, yer 
they intended nothing lefle. This falſe 
and ſeditious paper comming toOur know- 
ledge; was after, by the Advice; and upon 
the humble Perition of Our Privie Councell 
here in England:, and particularly, by ſuch 
Noblemen'as were pretended by them'to 
be witneſſes to the {ame ordered to be 
damned by Proclamation, and publikely 
burnt by the hand of the Hangman: which 
was done accordingly. 

Thirdly, 'whereas it was promiſed, that 
the Forces of that Our Kingdome of Scot- 
land, raiſed without Our warrant, and a- 
gainſtOur Selfe , ſhould be disbanded and 
diflolved within 48.hours after publication 
of Our ſaid Declaration in their Camp, they 
did nevertheleſſe for ſome time, keep in bo- 
dy diverſe Forces, and have ever ſince held 
in pay almoſt all their Officers, in manifeſt 
breach of thoſe Articles, contempt of Our 
Royall Authority, contrary tothe Lavves of 
that Our Kingdome , and to the great dan- 


ger of all Our Subje&s, who did give obe- 


dience' to Our Commandements there, 
which: cleerely ſhewed their intention of

 Saxthly, Whereas all Fortifications were 
to be remitted to Qur pleaſure tobe demo- 
liſhed or continued, and We having given 
commandement for the demoliſhing of 
them all raiſed and built 'without Our 
warrant; noobedience is given to the ſame, 
burchey are fill conciaued, to the foſtering 
of ſediuvon, among Qur. Subjects, and the 
diſkurbance of che peace of that Our King- 
dome. 

Seventhly, Whereas all Qur good Sub- 
jects ſhould havetheir libenies and goods 
reſtored to them , yet ſuch is the violence 
and furie of the people, animated thereunto 
by the ſaid Proteſtation , ſcandalous papers 
ſpred, and {editious Sermons preached, ' as 


of aboad.;. and' chreatned withthe 
of their lives, in caſe they ſhall repaire 


totheir own houles. —_ Eighth, 
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 Eightly ; "Whereas in Onr Declatation VM. 


before mentioned, We did make knowne 
that We could not approve the late preten- 
ded generall Aſſembly at Glaſgow, tor the 
reaſons conteyned in Our former Proclama- 
tions, yet contrary to that Our pleaſure, they 
daily preſſe Our Subjects to ſubſcribe the 
approbation of the ſaid pretended aſſembly 


and at thereof, and to {weare the ſame ; 


ſo that whereas We did expe to have 


found our SubjeRts ſerled in peace and qui- 
erneſle againſt Our repaire to Edinburgh , 
We heard of nothing but new diſorders , 
meetings and moleſtations of Our Subjects 
well affeted to Our ſervice, which as it 
doth evidently appeare by the inſupporta- 
ble inſolencies commirted as aforeſaid, up- 
on the perſons of Our High Treaſurer the 
Earle of Kimoul, Our Juſtice Generall 
Sir Iames Hamilton, and others Our Coun- 
ſellours and good Subje&ts, fo doth it clear- 
ly evince, that nothing waslefle intended 
then obedience to Our authoritie,or perfor- 
mance of what was promiſed , or is due to 
Us inright of Our Crowne, and by the 
lawes of tha Our Kingdome. |

Ninthly , Whereas We were pleaſed ro 


granta free Genetall Aſſembly, tor (ecling 


and compoſing the diviſions cunningly rai- 
ſed and fomented in the Church of that 
Our.Kingdome, ;expeCting a-faire choice of 
the Commilsioners, and ſuch as might 
ftand with the reſpect due to Qur authori- 
tie, they did labour to peryert Qur Subjects 
by anticipating their voices, in making 
them {vveareto, and ſubſcribe the as of 
the pretended Aſſembly at Glaſgow , and 
making choile of ſuch Commiſs1oners(and 
no others) as adhered thereunto, and by 
Oath were bound to maintaine the ſame , 
and further, deterred others, whom We 
by Our Warrant did lawtully call to the 
next Aſſembly , from repairing thereunto, 
threatning them with the lofſe of their 
lives, and what worle may be committed 
againſttheir perſons , in manifeſt contempt 
of Our authority, and derogation from the 


freedome of the {aid aſſembly. 


Tenthly, To divertall Our good Subjects 
from their duc obedience toUs, andtode- 
bauchthem to their fatious mutinies and 
diſorders, they brand all juch as adhere to 

us 
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Us, and have atrended Our perſon, with the 
vile alperſion of Traitors to God and their 
Countrey , threatning to proceed againſt 
them with cenſures accordingly, as though 
the duc reſpect given by them ro Us, and 
their adhering to Us, and their alsiſting Us 
intheir perſons, were Treaſon : whereas 
by right ofthat Our Crown, and the Adts of 
Parliament of that Our Kingdome, all Our 
Subjects are to riſe with Us, andto alsiſt Us 
with their bodies and goods, and whoſo- 
ever refuſes , or riles in Armes or rebellion 
againſt Us, or commus any a&t of Hoſtiliry 
againſt Our Sacred Perſon , are declared 
Traitors, and are to incurre the paine of 


High Treaſon. 


Laſtly, Their diſobedience appeares in X1. 


that unparallel'd contempt of Our Royall 
authority, and ſhaking off all reſpect due to 
Sacred Majeſtie, by their proteſting thar all 
members of the Colledge of Juſtice, and all 
Our Lieges were not toatrend the Selsion, 
and thatall Acts, Decrees, and Sentences 
therein. paſt againſt any of them , ſhall be 
nul, void and incffcuall,contrary to Qur ex- 
preſſe warrant for the downelring De: 
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of, and to the heavie dammage of Our 
good _ who were thereby fruſtra- 
red of Juſtice, raking by this meanes Qur 
Royall Power out of Our hand, which a- 
tone belongeth toUs, none but Our ſelfe 
being to command Our Subjects to attend 
the Seſston,or to diſcharge their atrendance, 
as We in Our Princely wildome and juſtice 
ſhall chink fir. 
Having laid theſe inſolent'and ſedirious 
foundarions for a Parliament, it could not 
inreaſon be expected bur the- ſtructure to 
be raiſed thereupon muſt be full of diſorder 
and-confufion, and indeed it prooved all of 
a piece, for in all the progreſſe of the Par- 
liament their ations and demands were 
full of undurifulnefle and difloyaltie, deny- 
ingtoUsthe moſteſſentiall, and inherent 
prerogatives of Our Crovvne , and ſtriving 
by all meanes to change and akerthe Con- 
ſtitutions of the Parliament , and frame of 
Government, as appeares by their firſt Act, 
arand after the chufing of the Lords of the 
Articles, where, in amoſt inſolent/and pe- 


remptory way, they proreſted, that nothite' 


done, orto be done- in Parliament ſhould 
fo be 
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be valid, except the forme of elefting the 
Articles heretofore obſerved werealtered, 
every Eſtate allowed to choole their ovne 
Articles, contrary tothe forme kept in for- 
mer Parliaments for many yeares , as will 
cleerely be evinced"by the Records, and 
will be made appeare by perfons of all qua- 
lities yet living , who alsiſted at the Parlia- 
ments, and were members of the ſame, in 
the Yeare, 1612. and 1609. and contrary to 
the proviſions and conditions mentioned 
in the AQ, 1587. 

By their Act likewiſe concerning the de- 
fining of the power ofthe {aid Articles they 
preſſe rorally to ſubvert the frame and po- 
wer therot. The Articles have been as is ac- 
knowledged by themlelvs;ever ſince K,Da- 
vid Bruce þis time,which is abour 300. years; 
and by the Lords of the Articles alt buſine(- 
ſes are prepared, and from them broughrto 
the Partiament ,- as appeares by divers Acts 
of Parliament, and particularly 'by the 
fourth Parliament of K1 Iames 6. Cap. 248. 
in which for echewing of confuſion ant

ved;and againe ratified, as appeares by -— 
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firlt Parliamentot K. James 6, Cap, 24.and 
by diverle Acts: of Parliament, Amo 1587. 
1597. & 1609. By all which, and diverle 0- 
ther Acts of Parliament, it does cleerely ap- 
peare, how much the Kings Our Predecel- 
lorshave conceived their Civill Power and 
the Honour of their Crowne to be concer- 
nedin the maintaining and upholding of 
the Honour, Dignity and.Priviledges of the 
three Eſtates. Nay, by a ſpeciall Act made 
inthetime of K. ] aMe $6.

to Us in honour and ſafety. To this Wee 
commanded every one of Our Councell to 
give his anfvver, and to declare his opinion 
by vote ; which was accordingly done, and 
they unanimoully vored in the affirmative : 
whereupon ſoone after We reſolved to call a 
Parliament. | 
Afﬀeer this,Our SubjeQs in Scotland,accor- 
ding to the anſwer We gave them-upon their - 
Petition, having ſent up hither foure Depus- 
ties, viz, the Farle of Dumfermlin,the Lord 
Lowdon, Sir William Deuglas, and Maſter 
Berkeley, We were pleaſed toadmitchem to 
Onrpreſence, and to receive Petitions from 
them, which were after by Our direion 
ſubſcribed by chem ; in one of which, they, 
in the name of the Aſſembly convened art 
Edinburgh , gave Us thankes for that Wee 
had made knowne to them, that all matters 
Ecclehiaſticall ſhould be determined in free 
nationall Aſſemblies, and mauers Civill in 


Parliaments ; and deſired Our ratification of 


the Conſtitutions of the Aſkupbly,in Pazlia- 


ment : And inthe other they delired to bee 


G heard 
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heard before Us, and ſome of Our Councell 
of both Kingdomes ; and that che reporr 
made by the Earle of Traquair to Our 
Conncell here in England, might be delive- 
red'them in writing under his hand , which 
was a moſt infolent demand. 

Immediately after this, Wee thought fit to 
appoint a ſpeciall Commirtee of lome of 
] Our Councell to heare them, and according- 

ly gave order to the Earle of Traquair to 
aſtigne them a day to come to that Com- 
mixtde. - They refuſed co come, alledging that 
they had order and in{truftions totreat with 
none but Our Selfe : Whereupon Wee ap- 
pointed them to attend Us art the Commit- 
tet, though ir werethe day of Our appointed 
temoye to Hampton Court, at whichtime 
they did attend Us accordingly. 

There the Lord Lowdon made a long 
ſpeech, the effe&t whereof vvas,a Proteſtation 
of the independencie of the Parliament of 
Scotland, and that it is ſubje& to no other 
Judicatory, a profeſsion of their loyaltie and 
atkction to Us, and a juſtifitation of their 
proccedings in the Aſſembly and Parlia- 
Ment, as agrecable ravhe Amacles of Pacifi- 
| Pk canon, 
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cation, andto the Lawes and Pradtices af = 


that Kingdome,; and-thereupon a deare, thax 
We would ratifie. and confirme thole their 
proccedings, and to that purpole command 
charthe Parliament might proceed freely for 
the determining of all the Articles delivered 
intothem, and the eſtabliſhing of Religion 
and Peace iathe oe ume ea that 
whatſoever objections or informations 
{ſhould be made againlt their proceedings in 
Parliamenc , if hey -might receive them jn 
writing, they .would make -aalwer to 
them, 

This diſcourſe ended , Wee demanded 
what power and commailsiqn they had to 
give Us ſatisfaction , and to oblige. thoſe 
| 4 whom they came, ſecing it they had 
none, 'Wece ſhould hearechem typon; grear 
diſadvantage , they expeQting latisfation 
from Us, who have power to. giye it ,, bur 
they none to render the ke to-Us,., T hey an- 
{wered, that which they ſhoyld, propole, be- 
ing agrecable ro Law, they were confident 
would give Us ſatisfa&tion. We asked vwyho 
ſhapld be Judge of aha; They anſwered zhe 
Lawcs would ne-ſlcleree, has heap Om 
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be nonecd of a-Judge; and though We inh- 
fixed much hereupon , they would give Us 
no- other ſatisfaction ; they avowing they 
had powers, and would bring them to Us : 
they were ordered to doe {o- at the nexr 
meeting , and fo for that time were dif- 
miſled. 

After Our returne from Hampton Courr, 
they artended Us at the Commirtee againe, 
where they produced Inſtruftions , | 
by ſome Scotriſh Lords, and others, perſons 
of no great eminencie ; which InſtruQions 
having been read , were judged by Us (all 
the Committee concurring in the ſame opi- 
nion)to be no commilsion, nor that they had 
any power or authority by them to give Us 
faristaction, or to obligethoſe, from whom 
they laid they came, to any thing that Wee 
ſhould yeeld to, or dehire, 

Wherefore We.demanding whether they 
had any other powers, they laid they had a 
paper formal ſubſ{cribed' by ſome of the 
Lords in Parliament, by which the Earle of 
Dumfermlin and Lord / Lowdon onely 
were authoriſed ro. come and preſent their 
juſtification to Us, and they could for the 
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preſent have no. other, the Parhamentnow : 
not ſiting. Whereupon Wee adviſing feri- 
ouſly with the Committee what were beſt 
to bee done in this weighty bulinefle, and 
conlidering that if they ſhould bee dil- 
miſſed without further hearing , th 
would take occalion to clamour : Althoug 
Wee held Our Selfe bound neither in 
Honour nor Juſtice to heare them any fur- 
ther, they having offered no foundationfor 
an accommodation, nor having power to 
doe it; yet to the end that no colour of fini- 
ſter conſtruction might be left, and that Wee 
might juſtine Our Selfe ro God and the 
World, that Wee have omizted nothing on 
Our part that might tend to peace, and to 

the (ling of a HR "oe berween 
Us and them, Wee did reſolve, that Wee 
would continue to heare them, and make 
Our objections to ſuch particulars as had 
been propoſed in Parliament, and againſt 
which Wee had juſt ground. of exception, 
that ſo it might appeare whether they could 


ive Us that ſatisfaQtion which they promip 
£dand preſumed, ; I ») C3.10, do 
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This Wee having declared co them, not 
one of them fnare*7 Aene: the leaſt ſenſe of 
this Our grace and goodneſle ſo expreſſed ts 
them ; which the Lord Marqueſle Hammil, 
toun obſerving, tooke occaſion of himſelfe 
co ſay , that though hee were not of their 
companie, yet being a Scottiſhman, hee held 
himlelfe obliged tro acknowledge with all 
humility chis Our ſingular and Princely fa- 
your to his Countrie , and beſought Us to 
accept his moſt humble thankes for ir. This 
drew them to do the like,and (o they preſens 
ted their humblethanks to Us on their knees. 
... Ar-the next meeting of the Committee, 
the ſaid ' Petitioners - produced the paper 
above-mentioned, ſubſcribed by ſome of the 
Lords'remaining at Edinburgh, as aforeſaid, 

which che Earle of Dumfermlin and 
Lord Lowdon onely were heretofore au- 
thoriſed ro come and preſencrheir juſtifica- 
tion to Us ; which paper being read , the 
wehole Committee agreed thar the Petitio- 
nets had no power by this paper , no more 
then by the. tho rin Us any fatisfaRti- 
on, or 20 oblige thole from whom they 
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eame , bur onely to endeayour to juſtifie 


themſelves, and the former proceedings of 


the Parliament. Of all this Wee were plea- 
ſed to give accompt to Our whole Councell 
of England , who unanimouſly concurred 
in opinion with the Committee , that the 
above-mentioned papers gave them no 
power atall. Neyertheleſſe Wee were con- 
rented, according to Our promiſe, to heare' 
them ; and Wee did make objections to the 
moſt exorbitant of their demands : but their 
anſwers were very imperrinent, and rather 
juſtifications of them , then any way ſariſ- 
factory : Which could not be otherwiſe, ſee- 
ing thole demands were for the moſt part 
ſo contrary to Law and Monarchicall go. 
vernment, that they did anſwer themlſelyes, 
as by Our anſwers to them, formerly ſer 
downe, more particularly may appeare. 
Concerning Our promile of a tree Parlia- 
ment, no man of ordinary ſenfe cari imagine 
Weever intended it ſhould be fo free as nox 
to bee limited with their owne conditions, 
ſubſcribed by the Lord Lowdon , which

have ſo long enjoyed and the many glorious 
victories which-they have atchieved, under 
Kingly government,bur following the exam. 
ple ofthe Lords of Our Councel and of Our 
Servants, will cheerefully alsiſt Us in this 
Our juſt cauſe , wherein Our. Honour and 
Safety , together with theirs , are ſo highly 
concerned. 

Our ſubjects in Ireland, by their late De- 
claration in Parliament, have not only given 
Us a conſiderable ſupply coward Our preſent 
Preparations, to reduce Our dilaffefted Sub- 
jets in Scarland to their due obedience , but 
have humbly offered Us their perſons and 

| eſtates, 
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eſtates, even to the uttermoſt of their abi- 
lities for Our future ſupply, in a Parliamen- 
way,as Our great occaſions(ſhould thar 
diſtemper continue)ſhall require. And this 
they defire may be recorded as an Ordinance 
of Parliament, and that it may be publiſhed 
in = for a teſtimony toall theworld, and 
ro ſucceeding ages, of. their loyalty and affe- 
ion to Us, as it well deſerves. This is a ſin- 

ular comfort to Us in the mid(t of theſe di- 
WW , and We have no caule to doubr 
but Our Subjects of England,who are neerer 
to the danger, will ſhew the like tenderneſle 
of Our and their owne honour and ſafety, 
which will be no lefle contentment to Us, 
and make Us,as a Father of Our people, take 
the ſame care of their preſervation and pro- 

ſperity,that We ſhall of Our own. And 
this We aſſure them inthe word 
of a Prince We ſhall 
ever doe.
